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San Jose branch libraries may stay open on Sundays.

The San Jose city govern- 
ment is considering a plan to keep 
the city’s public libraries open on 
Sundays, but not everyone in the 
city thinks that it’s a good idea. 
The city’s own library com- 
mission has questioned the 
wisdom of adding a day of service 
in these budget-challenged times. 

The proposal to keep the 
libraries open on Sundays was 
advanced by the Gonzales 
administration after a six-month 
pilot program was conducted 
Where four San Jose branch 
libraries were kept open on 
Sunday afternoons. The four 
libraries were busy enough during 
that time for city officials to 
conclude that there was enough of 
a demand to keep them operating 


on Sundays. 

The problem is the city 
doesn’t have the resources to pay 
for these additional Sunday hours 
of operation. At this point in the 
budget-making process, operating 
hours must be cut from other days 
to keep the libraries open on 
Sundays. Is this worth doing? 

In a letter sent to the mayor 
and the members of the San Jose 
city council, David Cohen, Chair 
of the San Jose library 
commission pointed out that 
libraries have, “become a key 
place for children to go after 
school.” “...[t is crucial that no 
consideration be given to adding 
Sunday hours at a time when 
weekday openings will be at a 
premium.”

Washington (EFE) — Los 
recientes cambios a la ley de 
educaciOn que permiten a al- 
gunos estados mayor flexibili- 
dad para evitar sanciones fe- 
derales, es un paso en la direc- 
ci0n correcta pero no suficiente, 
afirman educadores y sindi- 
catos de maestros. 

Las nuevas directrices, 
acompaniadas de 14 millones de 
délares de apoyo inmediato, 
permitiran triplicar el numero 
de estudiantes con discapaci- 
dades exentos de pasar los exa- 
menes de las normas de apren- 
dizaje, conocidos como “SOL” 
(“Standards of Learning”’). 

Originalmente los estados 
s6lo podian eximir de los 
examenes “SOL”, que impone 
la ley “Que Ningtin Nino Quede 
Atras”,, al uno por ciento de sus 
estudiantes clasificados bajo 
esa categoria. 

De hecho, los resultados de 
estos examenes constituyen la 
médula de la ley, pues sirven 
para medir el nivel del progreso 
anual de estudiantes al igual que 
determinan el éxito o fracaso de 
una institucion. 

Bajo la ley de educaci6n, 
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los distritos escolares logran 
cumplir con la meta de ‘pro- 
greso anual adecuado’ solo si 
los estudiantes en los cuatro 
subgrupos (escasos recursos 
economicos, aprendiendo in- 
glés, minorias, educaci6n espe- 
cial) muestran mejoras conti- 
nuas en los resultados de exa- 
menes estandarizados. 

Las escuelas cuyos estu- 
diantes particularmente las mi- 
norias no muestran progreso 
estan sujetas a penalidades e, 
incluso, a la eliminacion de 
fondos federales.

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U.S. Treasurer urges young Hispanics to stay in school

Washington (EFE) — USS. 
Treasurer Ana Cabral, a 
Mexican-American, says young 
Hispanics in the United States 
must stay in school and per- 
severe to avail themselves of 
opportunities the nation pro- 
vides. 

Cabral, 45, was born in 
California, but her parents are 
from Mexico and came to this 
country in search of a better life. 

She received her Master’s 
Degree in Public Administration 
at Harvard University’s Ke- 
nnedy School. 

The signature of this 
women, who has a lengthy U.S. 
public service career, has 
appeared on all the paper money 
issued by the United States since 
shortly after she took over as the 
nation’s 42nd treasurer early this 
year. 

Almost 100 Hispanic 
leaders who wanted to honor her 
rise to the post were at Cabral’s 
swearing-in ceremony, aS was 
Treasury Secretary John Snow. 


The new treasurer and her 
husband Victor, also Mexican- 
American, are the parents of 
three daughters and one son. 

In an interview with EFE, 
she said her main responsibilities 
include “working with President 
(George W.) Bush, and giving 
him support on the reform of 
Social Security and the tax 
system.” 

Cabral believes that up to 
now she’s had “a good deal of 
success” in helping the public 
understand that Social Security 
in its present form is a “big 
problem.” 

Amid heavy opposition, the 
White House says it intends to 
reform Social Security to 
prevent the system from being 
left without funds to provide to 
future generations of retirees. 

Among her other obli- 
gations, Cabral also provides 
support for Treasury Secretary 


Snow, “in particular, dedicating 
my energies to financial 
education, and seeing how that 
can help our people (i.e. 
Hispanics) and all the citizens of 
this country,” she said. 

She also has the res- 
ponsibility to work with other 
Western Hemisphere countries - 
specifically in Latin America - 
on the common goal of “helping 
their people with financial 
education,” she added. 

Yet another of her functions 
is to push the initiatives of the 
Treasury Department to reduce 
costs to people living in the 
United States to send 
remittances to relatives in 
Mexico and other Latin 
American countries. 


She called on Hispanic 
parents to “prepare young 
people to get ahead in their 
Studies,” and to show them the 
importance of thinking of their 
community as a family in which 
people help each other out. 

“It’s very important that 
young people keep going with 
their studies, that they don’t drop 
out of high school but go on to 
college and get their Master’s or 
Ph.D. in their areas of interest,” 
she said. 

She also expressed her 
satisfaction over “the changes in 
and successes on the part of the 
Hispanic community” during the 
last few decades, something she 
says gives her faith in Latinos’ 
future in the country.<=

A commitment, 365 days a year

On April 22, Earth Day, most of us 
celebrate the blessings of a healthy 
planet and our commitment to defend it 
against abuses. 

However, in the little border town 
of Anapra, New Mexico, there is little 
to celebrate and a lot to fight for, day in 
and day out. 

For more than 100 years, a nearby 
smelter located across the Rio Grande, 
in El Paso, Texas, spewed hundreds of 
thousands of tons of some of the most 
toxic metals known to exist. 

Since Anapra “one of the country’s 
poorest communities” lies on low 
terrain, residues of lead, zinc, arsenic 
and cadmium, carried by the wind, 
accumulated there, rendering the soil 
unfit to grow anything. 

This nightmare was somewhat 
alleviated in 1999 when the ASARCO 
Smelter shut down its operations. But 
the relief was to be brief because the 
owners of the facility, with the price of 
copper now picking up in international 
markets, have decided to reopen it. And 
Anaprans, very rightly so, are fuming. 

Anapra has New Mexico’s highest 
lead contamination levels. Most of its 
children have learning disabilities, have 
trouble concentrating, are irritable and 
show excessive aggressiveness, all 
typical symptoms of lead poisoning. 

For instance, the five children of 
Linda Sandoval’s “a member of Get the 
Lead Out, a community group opposing 
the reopening of the plant all have 
learning disabilities”’. 

“It’s a mockery that they are trying 
to open the smelter again,” says Linda. 
“T thought stuff like this took place only 
in places like Mexico. But corruption is 
also here.” 

Lilly Urenio, a volunteer in the La 
Casita community center, shares her 
neighbors’ fears. 

“At La Casita I work with children, 
and many have asthma and seizures,” 
says Lilly, whose son also has learning 
problems. “We Anapra mothers are 
afraid.” 

ASARCO, however, denies that its 
smelter has anything to do with the 
pollution, and historically has counted 
on the sympathy of local and state 


officials who consider the company a 
community benefactor, thereby eluding 
their cleanup responsibilities. 

But a 1971 El Paso investigation 
found that in one year the smelter 
spewed 1,012 tons of lead, 508 tons of 
zinc, 11 tons of cadmium and one ton 
of arsenic. Another study showed that 
almost 60% of the children living around 
the plant had dangerous lead levels in 
their blood. In fact, ASARCO has 
pollution problems in 40 facilities 
throughout the country. 

This year, New Mexico’s public 
health officials decided to investigate 
and, on March 11, visited Anapra. But 
the residents were hugely disappoint- 
ment when the investigators refused to 
conduct blood test among Anapra’s 
children. 

“There is no substantial evidence 
that the children in Anapra have lead in 
their blood,” the investigators told the 
outraged community. 

“This is just one more example of 
how health departments in Texas and 
New Mexico have covered ASARCO’s 
toxic legacy for 30 years,” said, Yvette 
Ramirez Ammerman, Get the Lead Out 
coalition spokesperson. “Children not 
only play outside in the dirt, they also 
pick up dust from inside the home as 
they crawl around. Ignoring the children 
is frankly ridiculous, if not fraudulent.” 

Obviously, more evidence that 
children living near the smelter are 


contaminated would sink, like lead, 
ASARCO’s chances of getting their 
permit renewed. 

Not only are Anapra’s 1,500 
residents involved in keeping the smelter 
closed. Several civic groups from El 
Paso and neighboring Ciudad Juarez are 
active participants in public hearings 
that have been taking place for months. 

This opposition has turned into a 
grassroots movement whose most 
emotional action took place a few month 
ago during a march 2003 against the 
reopening of the facility, in which 
hundreds of people participated. Many 
of them are residents of the more than 
600 properties the federal government 
has declared contaminated by 
ASARCO. 

The fight will be long, and the 
hearings will keep going for months, but 
Anaprans know their strength is their 
unity. 

“This is my home,” Lilly says. “I 
don’t want to leave. Here we all take care 
of each other and we all are going to 


fight together.”

The three major U.S. networks 
have been facing stiff competition for 
viewers from cable television and also 
from the Internet. One network that 
seems to be thriving without any 
serious competition is Spanish 
language Univision. 

Although it’s ranked fifth among 
all the U.S. TV networks regardless 
of language, in the February Sweep 
of 2005 it ranked fourth among all 
American adults. And with adults 
aged 18-24 years Univision ranked 
first on four nights in February. 

The growth of Univision is of 
course a reflection of the increasing 
importance of the Spanish language. 
Spanish mirrors the population. About 
thirty million people in the U.S. speak 
Spanish, which would make it the fifth 
largest Spanish-speaking country in 
the world after Mexico, Spain, 
Colombia, and Argentina. 

The rise of the Spanish-speaking 
population causes problems to some 
Americans. Several language groups 
have been established in the last few 
decades ostensibly intending to 
protect the English language but in 
fact trying to reduce and eliminate 
immigration whether legal or illegal. 

One of the major concerns of 
these groups is that the expansion of 
Spanish in the U.S. will eventually 
create a bilingual country and that will 
bring about Canada’s bilingual 
“problems.” These groups believe that 
a country can only have one language 
if it is to avoid coming apart at the 
seams. 

The fear of bilingualism is 
probably most evident in the number 
of American states which have 
declared English their official 
language. Twenty-seven states have 
passed this kind of legislation. Often 
the vote is through the initiative 
process which asks voters to 
essentially choose between English 
and Spanish. English is often chosen 
by 2-1 margins. 

A bill has been introduced in the 
U.S. Congress which would make 
English the official language of the 
country. 

Does Spanish pose a threat to 
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English or to the survival of the U.S. 
as a country? 

The answer is, of course, in the 
negative. Although the Spanish- 
speaking population has increased and 
will continue to do so in the near 
future, the knowledge of the English 
language among these people is also 
rising. 

Latinos learn English at about the 
same rate as other immigrants. A study 
by the State University of New York 
at Albany found that children of 
Latino immigrants show a preference 
for English instead of Spanish. By the 
third generation, Spanish is totally 
gone. 

Unfortunately, that does not 
penetrate the popular mind, which 
sees the presence of services in 
Spanish as perfect proof that you can 
do everything in Spanish in the U.S. 
As a result, “conventional” wisdom 
goes, there is no need to learn English. 

However, Latinos know very well 
that while some services are available 
in Spanish, English is the key to the 
door of opportunities and advan- 
cement through higher education. 
There is no college or university in 
the U.S. which enables you to become 
an engineer, a doctor, or a lawyer in 
Spanish. 

This is a significant difference 
with Canada. In Quebec, for example, 
where 80% of the population speaks 
French, you can become a doctor, an 
engineer, or a lawyer in French. 

In the U.S., English also do- 
minates business. Although smart 
corporations keep in mind demo- 
graphics and provide services in 
Spanish, English is the language of 
commerce. 

In government, English also 
dominates. Although Spanish may be 
of some benefit, it would be virtually 
impossible to get elected to public 
office without knowing English. 

While English is clearly the 
language to know, Spanish can also 
very beneficial. A study by researchers 
at the University of Florida found that 
Hispanic families speaking only 
Spanish had yearly incomes of less 
than $20,000 a year. Hispanic families 
speaking only English averaged 
yearly incomes of $32,000 while 
those speaking both English and 
Spanish had incomes of $50,376 
yearly. 

Is it time for you to learn Spanish?

La 
encuesta Monitoring the Future 
esta disenada para vigilar el uso 
de alcohol, tabaco y drogas 
ilicitas en la juventud de los 
Estados Unidos y es conducida 
por el Institute for Social Re- 
search (Instituto para Inves- 
tigaci6n Social) de la Univer- 
sidad de Michigan. 

Todos los dias, mas de 4,000 
jOvenes de entre 12 y 17 anos 
prueban un cigarrillo por primera 
vez y el 80 por ciento de todos 
los fumadores prueban su primer 
cigarrillo antes de los 18 anos. 
Entre un tercio y la mitad de los 
jOvenes que prueban un cigarrillo 
se convertiran en fumadores 
diarios. Desde 1997-2002, la 
prevalencia del habito de fumar 
entre todos los grados combina- 
dos (8”°, 10° y 12%) descendié 
del 28.0 por ciento al 18.0 por 
ciento, representando un 36 por 
ciento de la disminucion general.

Ingredientes 
* 4 1/2 tazas de harina de trigo para todo uso 
* 2 1/4 cucharaditas de bicarbonato de sodio 
* | 1/4 cucharaditas de canela molida 
* | cucharadita de sal 
* 3 barras mas 3 cucharadas de mantequilla sin 
sal 
* | 1/3 taza pasta chocolatosa de avellanas 
Nutella 
* 3 1/3 tazas azticar granulada 
* 5 huevos 
* | 1/4 taza crema de leche 
* 3 cucharadas de extracto de vainilla 

Preparacion 

Lo siguiente son las instrucciones para 
preparar la primera capa del Pastel de Bodas 
Mexicano.

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Will the A’s move to San Jose? 
Team Under New Ownership

Last month, the sale of the Oakland A’s 
Baseball team to Lewis Wolff and his partners 
was completed and approved by Major League 
Baseball. Now that the deal has been “signed, 
sealed, and delivered,’ the new owners can begin 
the serious work of finding a new location to build 
a new ballpark. Could it be in San Jose? 

Last month, before a spring training game, 
the mayor and County Assessor Larry Stone held 
a press conference to promote San Jose as a major 
league city in search of a major league team. But 


the city’s fitness to carry a team is not really the 
issue. The San Francisco Giants hold territorial 
rights to the Santa Clara County and the 
Commissioner of Baseball has repeatedly 
expressed his unwillingness to even consider the 
issue. 

Even the principal new owner of the team is 
on record as saying that he intends to keep the 
team in Oakland. After the Oakland County 
Coliseum Board voted to approve the transfer of 
ownership, NBC 11 News reported, “Wolff says 
he has no plans to leave Oakland.” 

The fact is, if an attractive deal could be put 
together somewhere in the Oakland area, the 
baseball owners would unlikely vote to undermine 
and reverse their own established rules of 
territorial rights. 

In a letter published by the Mercury News, 
Maury Brown, co-chair of the SABR Business 
of Baseball committee wrote, “This issue of San 
Jose and the movement of the A’s south is far 
larger than just Oakland, San Jose and the Giants. 
Breaking of the territorial rules impacts all the 
other owners as well... Jurisdictions would then 
be wide open by the precendent set of breaking 
up the territorial rights of other franchises.” 

As far as Oakland is concerned, plans for a 
new stadium seem centered on the idea of building 
a Slick-new ballpark in the Coliseum parking lot. 

Longtime San Francisco Chronicle 
sportswriter Glenn Dickey reported that, “A group 
of prominent businessmen and professional 
people has resurfaced to help push forward the 
project for a new baseball-only park for the A’s.” 

In terms of financing the project, some of the 
ideas outlined in the Dickey article include 
entitlements from developers who would be 
allowed to build new housing around the new 
stadium and tax revenues generated from the 
increased retail activity that would occur “around 
a new park and the BART stop... if housing is 
added to the mix.” 

If plans go forward to build a new “village” 
of housing and retail around a new ballpark that 
is adjacent to an existing BART stop, it’s hard to 
imagine that the baseball owners would give any 
other place even a second thought.s=

The library commission’s letter goes even 
further. “Considering that the library system is 
likely to reduce days of service, adding Sunday 
to the schedule at branches is not a viable option 
under any of the budget scenarios.” 

After reading portions of the San Jose library 
commission’s letter, one might wonder if the 
members of the commission and the members 
of the Gonzales administration are talking about 
the same city! The members of the San Jose 
library commission appear to be quite concerned 
about the city’s ability to fund library operations 
at the current level of service, let alone an 
expanded one. 

“How ironic 1s it that we are bringing four 
state-of-the-art branches online in 2005, only to 


have to dramatically curtail services, and 
possibly even shut the doors?” 

As expected, the library commission does 
not want service levels to be reduced, but if they 
have to be, the commission believes that the cuts 
should be made equitably. 

“The commission ultimately decided to 
recommend a scenario that would have the least 
effect on quality of library service... we feel that 
cutting all branches equally is the most equitable 
approach... everyone suffers at the same level.” 

At this point, no one really knows how the 
city’s budget cuts will affect the level of library 
service in the city of San Jose. Keeping the 
libraries open on Sunday might be popular, but 
it might not prove to be practical.s=

De acuerdo con la pagina 
de Internet del Departamento 
de Seguridad Nacional (DHS), 
el gobierno federal busca a un 
contratista independiente que 
opere una serie de vuelos de 
hasta 300 personas, diaria- 
mente desde Tucson a Mé- 
XICO. 

El anuncio solicita a una 
compania, que también se en- 
cargue de coordinar servicios 
de seguridad durante los 
vuelos, asistencia médica y 
autobuses para transportar a 
los inmigrantes deportados 
una vez lleguen a tierras me- 
xicanas. 

El programa de repatria- 
cidn voluntaria estuvo rodea- 
do de gran controversia desde 
Sus inicios debido a que inmi- 
grantes indocumentados se 
quejaron a su llegada a Méxi- 
co de haber sido “obligados” 
a participar en el programa. 

En Estados Unidos el 
programa fue también fuerte- 
mente criticado por congre- 
sistas federales debido al alto 
costo que tuvo (mas de 15 mi- 
llones de dolares) durante los 
dos meses que estuvo en vigor. 

Actualmente, cuando un 
inmigrante mexicano es arres- 
tado por la Patrulla Fronteriza,

generalmente es deportado 
unas horas después en la garita 
de entrada mas cercana a su 
detencion, generalmente en 
Nogales o Douglas (Arizona). 

Esto trae como conse- 
cuencia que miles de inmi- 
grantes indocumentados 
deambulen por las calles de las 
ciudades fronterizas, en espera 
de una mejor oportunidad para 
intentar cruzar la frontera. 

Otros, que han gastado 
todos sus ahorros no pueden 
comprar un boleto de regreso 
a sus pueblos. 

A pesar de los esfuerzos 
de ambos gobiernos, el ano 
pasado 171 inmigrantes in- 
documentados murieron en el 
desierto de Arizona. Mientras 
que las muertes en accidentes 
automovilisticos aument6é 50 
por ciento. 

Activistas y defensores de 
los inmigrantes aseguran que 
el gobierno federal y su 
politica de militarizacion de la 
frontera es la principal causa 
en el incremento de muertes 
de inmigrantes indocumen- 
tados. 

Decididos a frenar el flujo 
migratorio por el desierto de 
Arizona, el mes pasado el 
DHS anunci6 la segunda fase 
del Programa Control de la 
Frontera de Arizona (ABCI), 
que contara con 500 agentes 
fronterizos adicionales, con lo 
que se eleva a 3,000 el numero 
de oficiales en la zona. 

El gobierno federal 
también incremento el nimero 
de helicépteros y avionetas 
utilizadas para vigilar la 
region fronteriza.s= 
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mia”. 

Ambos ataques fueron 
perpetrados a primera hora de 
la manana, de forma casi si- 
multanea, en una de las princi- 
pales avenidas del lujoso barrio 
de Al Yadertya, cerca de la de- 
nominada “zona verde’, un 
area amurallada de la capital 
tras la que se parapetan las em- 
bajadas de EE.UU. y el Reino 
Unido. 

La masacre pudo ser inclu- 
so mayor, ya que segtin fuentes 
policiales, un tercer coche 
bomba fue detectado a tiempo 
en la zona y desactivado antes 
de que pudiera ser detonado. 

El] texto del grupo de AI- 
Zarqaui, cuya autenticidad aun 
no ha sido verificada, incluia, 
asimismo, una advertencia a 
Estados Unidos. 

El secretario de Defensa 
norteamericano, Donald 
Rumsfeld, y el vicesecretario 
de Estado, Robert Zoellick, 
visitaron Bagdad, donde 
alabaron los “progresos” de la 
transicion democratica en Irak. 

La organizacion de Zarqa- 
ui ha asumido la autoria de nu- 
merosos ataques terroristas con 
coches bomba en diferentes 
areas de Irak, asi como del se- 
cuestro y posterior asesinato de 
varios civiles iraquies y ex- 
tranjeros. 

Sin embargo, desde que el 
pasado 30 de enero se celebra- 
ron las primeras elecciones de 
la transicion en Irak, la capital 
habia quedado casi al margen 
de la violencia diaria que aun 
sacude al resto del pais, en es- 
pecial ala zona noroeste, cora- 
zOn de la insurgencia. 

Los rebeldes han atacado 
con regularidad puestos de 
control de la Policia iraqui, 
convoyes militares y acuartela- 
mientos de las fuerzas esta- 
dounidenses en la convulsa 
provincia de Al-Anbar, que se 
extiende desde el oeste de 
Bagdad hacia las fronteras con 
Jordania y Siria. 

En esta provincia esta 
ubicada la ciudad rebelde de 
Ramadi, escenario casi a diario 
de combates. 

La operatividad de la in- 
surgencia se extiende por el 
norte hasta la Ciudad de Mo- 
sul, y por el sur a la de Hilla, 
escenario de un atentado sui- 
cida que seg6 la vida de al me- 
nos cuatro policias y caus6 
heridas a otras seis personas. 

E] ataque ocurri6 en la ve- 
cina localidad de Al-Mahawil, 
a unos diez kilometros al norte 
del casco urbano, y fue obra de 
un kamikaze que hizo estallar 
frente a un puesto de la Policia 
local los explosivos que lleva- 
ba adosados al cuerpo, explica- 
ron fuentes oficiales. 

Al norte de Bagdad, en la 
localidad de Tikrit, un coche 
bomba estallado cerca de un 
acuartelamiento militar esta- 
dounidense mato a cuatro per- 
sonas e hirio a otras nueve, in- 
formaron fuentes policiales. 

Un soldado norteameri- 
cano y dos policias iraquies re- 
sultaron heridos en la misma 
accion, explicé, por su parte, 
el mando militar de EE.UU. 

En la vecina localidad de 
Baquba, ubicada como Tikrit 
en el denominado “triadngulo 
sunt’, pulmon de la insurgen- 
cia en Irak, dos militares esta- 
dounidenses resultaron heridos 
al hacer explosidn una bomba 
de fabricaci6n artesanal al paso 
de un convoy, informaron 
fuentes policiales.<= 
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
